Complicated, States Vahe Aslanian

“There is not an Musicke of In- 
struments whatsoever, comparable 
to that which is made of the voyces 
of Men, where the voyces are good, 
and the same well sorted and or- 
dered.” — William Byrd (1542- 
1625). 

This motto rests in its place on 
the wall of the choral room at 
Hartnell. Mr. Vahe Aslanian, our 
choral director, is responsible for 
its being there. 

According to Mr. Aslanian, there 
is much more to organizing a choir 
than just getting together and sing- 
ing. 

The first things that he does to 
insure a good choir is to get a list 
of all members of high school 
choirs rom this area that are go- 
ing to attend Hartnell. Then he 
sends each person a_ personal let- 
ter enumerating the advantages of 
being in the choir and asking them 
if they would like to be members. 

Tryouts are held at this stage in 
most choirs, but not in Hartnell’s. 
The purpose of the choir at Hart- 
hell is to educate; therefore musi- 
cal ability is not ynecessary. The 
only requirement is that the per- 
son want to learn how to sing, Mu- 
sic reading: is not necessary, al- 
though it is desirable. 

The: average number of voices in 
a choir at Hartnell is about 50, al- 
though we have had as few as 30 
and as many as 58. This year there 
have been from 45 to 55. 

Voices in the Hartnell choir are 
divided into four categories, so- 
prano, alto ,tenor, and bass. Each 
of these also contains first, second, 
and third singers. Members of the 
choir at present are the following:

A typical performance con- 
sists of a few interesting, tasteful, 
and sometimes rare selections which 
Mr. Aslanian has chosen out of the 
hundreds of pieces in the publish- 
ers’ lists. 

Qne of the more fortunate dis- 
coveries that Mr. Aslanian has made 
this year is that of some early Cali- 


fornia music, which had been al- f 


most unknown for more than 125 
years since it was sung by Califor- 
nia Indians at the San Juan Bau- 
tista Mission. 

Mr. Aslanian states that it takes 
the choir about two months of re- 
hearsal to get a new piece down 
pat at the beginning of the year. 
As time goes by and the choir gets 
‘more experience, this is decreased 
considerably. Each composition has 
its own special vocal difficulties. 
Problems are taken up as they oc- 
cur. . 

Although the number of voices 
in the choir at this time is about 
55, it should have from 65 to 80 
members to do the best job. All 
one needs is the desire to learn 
how to sing to get in it. Next year, 
it is hoped, there will be enough 
people interested in the choir to 
make it the best ever at Hartnell.

With those words, Coach Regli just about 
summed up the opinions of fans who came out to watch 
Hartnell and East Contra Costa battle-for the conference 
crown in the final two games of the 1955 baseball season. 


Winning both ends of a double- 
header, 7-3 and 8-2, the Vikings 
captured the N.C.J.C.C. baseball 
championship and _ thwarted the 
Panther hopes of winning their 
third successive baseball title.

TOO MANY ERRORS 

In Saturday’s twin bill the Harts 
had trouble functioning «as a 
smooth ball club. Several Panther 
errors and control trouble by the 
pitchers gave the Vikings a volley 
of runs which the Panthers. were 
unable to equal in a disappointing 
day at the plate. 

Hal Kolstad gave up only five 
hits in the opening game but nine 
walks and eight errors gave the Vi- 
kings a total of seven runs, four in 
the first inning, one in-the third, 
and two in the fifth. Hartnell 
reached the scoring column in the 
fifth inning and again in the ninth. 
In the fifth, right fielder Pappas 
blasted a two-out double to drive 
in Walters with the first Panther 
tally. Fans’ hopes for a Hartnell 
win were revived when the Pan- 
thers staged a ninth inning rally.
